The Bowery 

The Bowery is unique as a thor- 
oughfare and as the final melting-pot 
of all manner of individuals. The 
nearest approach to it in character 
is West Madison street, Chicago — 
dubbed by the great footloose frater- 
nity as "The Main Stem." The Bow- 
ery took its name from the farm of 
Pioter Stuyvesant, which was in what 
is now the northern reaches of the 
far-famed artery. The old Dutch 
governor of New Amsterdam named 
that farm "the Bowerie," meaning a 
green place. You couldn't find, now, 
a sprig of verdure there if you used 
a magnifying glass. 

Straight as the crow flies, the old 
street runs from the end of Park Row 
to Cooper Union, where it divides and 
becomes Third avenue, toward the 
right, and Fourth avenue, toward the 
left. The start of it is at the edge 
of Chinatown, properly at Chatham 
square, which is a wide place where 
three or four streets come together. 
You couldn't tell, exactly, where the 



cheap pitchmen, equally cheap wait- 
ers, cooks, dishwashers, peddlers, enve- 
lope addressers, odd-job men and what 
not. They frequented the tawdry 
lodging-house where a bed could he 
had for twenty cents. The Ritz of 
the Bowery was the old Majestic, 
where a quarter secured a room par- 
titioned by battens and made secure 
by strong wire netting in lieu of a 
ceiling. There were shower-baths, 
which were well patronized. 

In the Majestic lived men of more 
respectable reputations and callings. 
Many were on their way up out of 
temporary insolvency. For a few 
months there lived in that aristocratic 
harbor a Cambridge alumnus, who 
discoursed nightly to willing listeners.

.No issue Unit the next Cniigi'ess 
will consider will he more import- 
ant than t lie tax issue. And none 
will alfeet so overwhelming a pro- 
porlion of llie people. 

We have achieved a considerable 
measure of industrial recovery. 
Tlie need for much of the relief 
spending of llie hisl few years has 
been eliminated. The time is here 
when we must, as a nation, balance 
the books, and return lo normal 
governmental liscal policies. 

Tt is unquestionably true that 
the burden of taxation, plus the 
fear of still heavier taxation in the 
future, is keeping- industry from 
making even faster progress toward 
complete recovery. An investor 
who fears that llie money he places 
in an industrial enterprise — where 
it would create wealth and jobs 
and stimulate the entire business 
structure — may he virtually eaten 
up by taxation, is naturally super- 
cautious. The result is ''tight 
money," so far as many industries 
are concerned. 

The first step toward solving our 
fiscal problem is to balance the bud- 
get. The second step is to begin a 
program systematically to reduce 
our public debt. The third step is 
to lower the tax load as soon as 
possible. 

All three of those steps are 
necessary — each is related to the 
other.

Sharing at Christmas 

Jesus ivaB bom in a stable, a 
real stable, not the bright, airy 
portico which Christian painters 
have created for the Son of Da- 
vid, as if ashamed that their 
God should have lain down in 
poverty antl dirt. And not the 
modern Christmas-Eve "Holy 
Stable" either, made of plaster 
of parts, with little candy-like 
statuettes, the Holy Stable, clean 
and prettily painted, with a neat, 
tidy manger, an ecstatic Ass, a 
contrite Ox, and Angels fluttering 
their wreaths on the roof — this 
is not the stable where Jesus teas 
born. 

A real stable is the house, the 
prison of tlie animals who work 
for man. The poor, old stable of 
Christ's old, poor country is only 
four rough walls, a dirty pave- 
ment, a roof of beams and slate. 
It is dark, recking. The only 
cloan thing in it is the manger 
where the owner piles the hay 
and fodder. 

Fresh in the clear morning, 
waving in the wind, sunny, lush, 
sweet-scented, the. spring meadow 
ivas mown. The green grass, the 
long slim blades were cut down 
by the scythe; and with the grass 
the beautiful flowers in full 
bloom — white, red, yellow, blue. 
They withered and dried and took 
on the one dull color of hay. 
Oxen dragged back to the barn 
the dead plunder of May and 
June. Ayid now that grass has 
become dry hay and those flowers, 
still smelling sweet, are there in 
the Manger to feed the slaves of 
man. The animals take it slowly 
with their great black lips, and 
later the flowering fields, changed 
into moist dung, return to light 
on the litter which serves as bed- 
ding. 

This is the real stable xvherc 
Jesus was born. The filthiest 
place in the world was the first 
room of the only Pure Man ever 
born of woman. 

* * * 

Thus starts Papini's "life" of the 
Christ Who was the end and the be- 
ginning, the "abyss of divine mystery 
between two enormous divisions of 
human history," and as the celebra- 
tion of His natal day comes once 
again reflection can only produce a 
great confusion as to the variety of 
causes which hold the civilized world 
earth-bound and which are account- 
able for the violent attacks on religion 
which come from those who assert 
they are the most anxious to advance 
human welfare and who claim that 
Christianity is an obstacle to real re- 
form and progress. 

* * * 

In our own country it is recorded 
that 60 C< of Americans of Christian 
origin are not associated formally 
with any religious body and a con- 
versation nowadays regarding re- 
ligious principles is a very rare thing 
indeed. Nevertheless, we are sup- 
posed to be living in a Christian civili- 
zation, but, so far as our social en- 
vironment is concerned, religion has 
been made an altogether private mat- 
ter, with the result that even those 
who have a strong religious sense find 
it exceedingly hard to bring the whole 
of their lives into relation with 
Christian standards. In the begin- 
ning, of course it was not so, as the 
early Christians were forced to make 
a radical breach with the secular 
world, because that world was pagan, 
and the mere fact of being a Chris- 
tian cut a man off from civic life and 
public activity. The value of that 
repression made for the intense faith 
which moved mountains and which 
changed the face of the earth, but as 
we come to our own era of physical 
science and material obsession we see 
the harrowing effects of dilution and 
the advent of the namby-pamby thing 
called "broad-mindedness," which is 
what men are apt to say they have 

when they have no mind at all. 

* * * 

Last week in Lancaster the Mennon- 
ites appeared to be harkening back 
to that primitive Christianity of long 
ago when they served notice that they 
would subscribe to the National Se- 
curity Act and pay its charges, but 
they stated they would not accept its 
benefits, as they regarded the care of 
the poor as their own obligation and 
they had no intention of sharing their ! 
task with the Government, which 
seems to be Christian practice in its 
fullest flower, as made manifest in a 
definite way by a Rerum Novarum 
pronouncement of nearly fifty years 
ago: 

"If the question be asked: How 
must one's possessions be used, the 
Church replies without hesitation: 
Man should not consider his material 
possessions as his own. but common 
to all, so as to share them without 
hesitation when others are in need." 

* * *
